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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's amendment of 01-22-04 has been considered. The terminal disclaimer of 01- 
22-04 has obviated the double patenting rejection, and thus, said rejection is withdrawn herein. 
However, the amendment has not overcome the 1 12/2 nd rejection on claim 32, namely "Lack c£ 
Antecedent Basis". 

The problem in claim 32 is not whether Rl allows for other functional groups or 
moieties, but rather, groups having "chloride" are recited in claim 32. Now, claim 32 depends 
on claim 29, which does not allow for functional groups having "chloride". Thus, claim 32 lacks 
antecedent basis. 

In the "Remarks", applicant states that claim 36 as "having been cancelled", but the 
amendment still has it pending. Thus, it is unclear what applicant's intention is regarding claim 
36. 

Note, although claim 36 recites "the method according to claim 29", the compounds in 
said claim are final products. Thus, it is a "product by process" claim. Furthermore, those final 
products have already been claimed in the copending application 09/ 533,219. Therefore, there 
is the issue of double patenting. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 28-31, and 33-35 are allowed as they recite a method of preparation of a 
compound of the formula (XIB), which has been allowed in application 09/ 931,683.
